OPPOSITION TO 


APPORTIONMENT BILL 


Washington, 
July 
19.—Senators 
Root and Burton and other oppon­ 
ents of the Congressional reappor­ 
tionm ent bill now 
admit 
that 
the 
measure will pass the senate when 
the vote is reached on it under the 
all-round agreement of Aug. 3, but 
they are still hopeful of securing 
amendments that will he of advan 
tage to the republicans. The osten­ 
sible gasp of the opposition to the 
bill in the form in which it passed 
the house is that it increases the 
number of representatives in con­ 
gress from 391 to 453 and will thus 
make the lower branch of congress 
more un wieldly than ever. 
in ereas* In Expense. 
The increased membership will al­ 
so, it i§ figured out, swell the an­ 
nual cost of running congress by 
about $1,090,000. 
Another 
curious 
•point made by the opponents of a 
•larger house is that when the mem­ 
bership is raised to 433 more than 
an hour's time will be consumed in 
calling the roll and verifying the re­ 
sult. 
But th© substantial ground of re­ 
publican opposition to the measure 
is that the passage of the bill at this 
sess'iri.foy* congress will enable the 
democratic legislatures of states like 
New York, Ohio and New Jersey to 
redistrict those states and thus cor­ 
rect the gerrymanders made by re­ 
publican legislatures ten years ago. 
Delay in action is thus in the in­ 
terest of the republicans. But as they 
can not get delay, they are going to 
make a hard fight for amendments to 
the bill that will be of advantage to 
them. 
First, they will move to amend the 
bill by restoring the number of mem­ 
bers to 391, as at present, and they 
believe there is a chance that a mo­ 
tion of this kind may prevail in the 
senate. Then Senator Burton of Ohio, 
one of the most determined of the op­ 
position, will move 
that 
where 
a 
state’s 
representation 
is 
increased 
by the bill the additional members 
shall be elected at large and that 
they may b? nomina:ed .in the same 
way as tha governors are nominated 
—that is, by state conventions. 
Senator 
Burton 
believes 
these 
amendments will carry in the senate.

Oklahoma City, Ok., July 20.—Word 
came to the Governor’s office today

SOME REMARKS 


BT COL SUGGS 


The News is under obligations to 
the Oklahoma Portland Cement Co. 
and Miss Prewett, one of their ste­ 
nographers for the following excerpts 
from Col. Suggs' good roads speech 
on Trades 'Day. 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentle­ 
men: 
I believe that the introduction that 
Mr. Otis B. Weaver has given is go- 
•ing to be much 
longer than 
my 
speech. That was a good introduction. 
Mr. Weaver told you about our visit 
to the National Democratic Conven­ 
tion at St. L uis, we were there and 
we had all the good seats, but that 
wasn’t all, we also went to the Na­ 
tional Convention at Denver, but then 
lis t as many common people as we 
were go there. 
Now I wish to tell you. ladies and 
gentlemen, together out on the street, 
and having to stand up and give at­ 
tention requires 
a 
great 
deal 
of 
patience. I appreciate your interest 
in this work I am giving, i have been 
interested in it for a long time. I 
have been to Ada a number of times 
before today. Ada has always been 
clever and nice to me, for which I 
am very grateful to you. There is 
no town in the state that has im­ 
proved as much as Ada within the 
last two or three years in her civic 
pride. You may go through here on 
the train and look out the window 
and you can see the beautiful -paved 
streets, and concrete sidewalks 
in 
the best condition. J want to tell you 
that this is more than the ordinary 


towns are doing, and you get the dis­ 
tinction. 
God created man to live here in 
this world to live and to better his 
condition and not to whine about his 
life and say that this world Is full 
of woe and grief; and he hasn t seen 
anything good or hasn’t been treated 
fair, has his children got to go to 
school wading mud; he isn’t willing 
to make a sidewalk and allows his 
children to sit down there in that 
school house with their feet all mud­ 
dy and wet, and still expects them 
to be as bright and healthy as the 
children with dry feet. The man that 
will allow his wife to wade in the 
streets, in places almost knee deep, 
and then expect to be ferried across 
the River of Jordon free, his foot 
should slip just as he stepped out 
on the other side. 
The man who builds good roads 
can haul the heaviest load of freight, 
thus saving an amount of money. 
Vou know it will save your horses; 
you know it will save your mules, and 
if you have good roads you know it 
will save your wagons. You know 
that when you bring a load of melons 
five or six miles, or load of peaches, 
or vegetable of any kind, you know 
that the merchant will tell you that 
they are all bruised, and worth only 
half price. You know all that. 


But I want to say to you more 
than this, that good roads mean more 
than all th a t I want to know how 
many men here that live in boarding 
houses or rooming houses, that would 
Ret up and fight for that rooming 
house. I want to know how many 
men of that description attend a pub­ 
lic meeting. How many of you men 
take an interest in pavement, lf you 
only had a turnpike through this 
county, for even ten miles out. Take 
the young men that are working in 
this town, some of the boys that are 
getting $100.00 per month, and you 
get them together, three or four of 
them, and they buy a small piece 
of land some miles from town. They 
continue to live in town; first they 
build a good road to their little farms 
so they can get out in their autos 
or on an interurban in the evening 
after work is done and go home, re­ 
turning in the morning, then next 
they think of school houses, etc., and 
within a very short time they have 
one of the very best neighborhoods 
to be found anywhere. While on the 
other hand if they are living in a 
boarding hous<- 
with a little 
wife 
having to dress three times a day for 
meals, not a chance to enjoy the 
fresh air; while with his little wife 
in the country she has something to 
do. She can radse chickens and a 
garden, keep a cow, and she is proud 
of her small balance left after paying 
the grocer, prouder of her balance 
of $10.00 tha nthat husband of his 
$ 100.00. 


Then take the little family in town, 
take the young man with the $100.00 
per month, and it takes almost his 
monthly income to pay all expenses, 
unless he has another income, out­ 
side of his monthly salary, and not 
one out of ten has. Just wait un­ 
til the bills come to him. His money 
all gone and he is afraid to tell his 
wife that his little monthly income 
wont pay the bills, they find out that 
they have to move 
to 
a 
cheaper 
boarding house, humiliation to both, 
for neither of them likes this. Then 
a great deal of trouble begins. He is 
afraid to meet her, afraid to face 
her and he begins staying out at 
night, stays at the club. She gets tir­ 
ed of that, ;oy rides, and card part­ 
ies. And I want to tell you that I 
have seen that little wife ruined with 
in three months, by reason of being 
crowded, living in a crowded con-

Now let me tell you it means 
more to the human family than the 
saving of your t>ams, the value of 
your wagons, saving prices of your 
productions, it means more than all 
that to the human family. When they 
get out on the farm, raise chickens, 
the hens lay eggs,-raise potato s, and 
I am not joking about it either, give 
her an opportunity to create some­ 
thing, and I tell you, you will be 
proud of her and she in turn will fee 
proud of you. 
Good roads means more to the 
human family than all this, it means 


as much as education to the children 
I think .in this country.

you have the native asphalt, Portland 
cement and lime rock, all of which 
are the best m aterials to build good 
roads. Build roads that will stand, do 
not throw a rock in a mud hole and 
make two mud holes, where before 
fliers was only one. 
New York has voted one hundred 
million dollars in forty year bonds. 
You think that would just break Ok­ 
lahoma. You are paying one hun­ 
dred and twenty million dollars in 
forty years and you do not know 
what the money is going for. Tate 
the road mon^y and the free labor, 
over three million dollars per year, 
now there you are, about three mil­ 
lion dollars, per year and forty years 
and today where are we? Well we 
have no roads. Vote bonds and begin 
building good roads right. Then how 
far from town the farm Is will not 
m atter in the price. 
Build good roads and build them 
to stay, build them of concrete, rock 
and asphaltum and they will stay.

When the Creator blessed man and

race. In view of this fact it is in­

loads.

CHICKASAWS WANT THE 
FUNDS DCE THE TRIBE 
Oklahoma City, 
Ok., 
July 
20.— 
Chaekasaw Indians living in the vi­ 
cinity of Tuttle adopted resolutions 
In \ convention recently for distri­ 
bution of about $2,700,000 of their 
money held in trust by Secretary of 
the interior, and congressman Scott 
Ferris of the Fifth district, who at­ 
tended, will carry the memorial to 
Washington. The money will amount 
to about $S7.50 per capita for mem. 
hers of the tribe, and it is believed 
the payment can 
be accomplished 
without an act of congress. Chicka­ 
saws attending the gathering pointed 
out that crap conditions had placed 
them in a bad plight, many of the 
tenants of their lands having de­

payments,

Durant, Ok., July 19.—The killing 
of Simeon Johnson, a Snake Indian, 
has been reported to the authoriti. s 
here. The body was discovered late 
Saturday afternoon in the woods near 
Johnson s hut, one mile north of Pir- 
tle, by two men returning from a 
picnic at Caddo. The body was then 
in -an advanced stage of decomposi­ 
tion and identification was almost im­ 
possible. The Indian’s head had been 
crushed, his throat cut and his chest 
riddled with shot. The tracks of a 
horse and two people led from the 
Indian’s hut to the place where the 
body was found. Everything in the 
hut was in order, but blood stains 
were found near the door. Johnson 
was about 60 years old 
and 
lived 
alone. He was credited among the 
Indians with carrying a large sum 
of money on his person, and it is 
supposed that he was called to the 
door of his cabin and shot, robbery 
being the motive for the killing. The 
deed was probably committed four 
or five days previous to the finding 
of the body. No arrests have been 
made.
